Blomfield  Led  Rising  By  61  Votes  for  Student  President  In  Friday’s  Prim¬ 
ary — England  Trailed  Cook  By  20  Votes  for  Vice-President — 300  Stu¬ 
dents  Failed  to  Vote  In  FriinarS’  So  It  Will  Be  Anybody’s  Election  Wed¬ 
nesday  With  a  Full  Vote  Out — Qualifications  of  Candidates  Told  By 
Respective  Supporters. 


Indications  now  point  to  an  enroll¬ 
ment  for  the  .fall  term  of  considerably 
more  than  750,  the  largest  number  wo 
have  ever  liad  for  any  previous  fall 
term.  Last  Friday  Mr.  Rickenbrode's 
office  sliowed  an  enrollment  of  684 
studeuts^iu  the  College  proper,  .not  in¬ 
cluding  the  music' students.  Last  fall 
there  Were  85  music  \9tudents  with 
duplicates  counted  out.  With  an  equal 
number  of  music  students  this  quarter 
and  thorn  probably  will  be  more,  our 
enrollment  will  bo  769.  The  total  reg-* 
istration  for  the  fall  term  last  year 
was  723. 

The  Conservatory  figures  have  not 
been  compiled  yet  as  it  takes  some  little 
time  to  check  out  the  duplicates  of 
students  registered  there  and-  also  lu 
the  College.
